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House completes Obama trade 
package; now onto Pacific pact

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Republican-led Congress 
rounded out President 
Barack Obama’s trade 
package Thursday, over¬ 
whelmingly passing a work¬ 
er training program just 
weeks after it was stymied. 
The House of Representa¬ 
tives voted 286 to 138 to 
renew the program for 
workers displaced by in¬ 
ternational trade. Obama 
had said he wanted to sign 
that bill alongside the “fast 
track” authority for nego¬ 
tiating trade agreements 
that Congress approved a 
day earlier. 

Usually a Democratic prior¬ 
ity, the retraining bill briefly 
became hostage to Demo¬ 
crats’ failed efforts to block 
the fast track measure. 
Obama and his trade op¬ 
ponents are now shifting 
their focus to proposed 
trade agreements under 
negotiation for years. The 
first, the Trans-Pacific Part¬ 
nership, involves the United 
States, Japan, Canada 
and nine other Pacific Rim 
nations. 

The fast-track law allows 
Congress to ratify or reject 
such agreements, but not 
change or block them. 


The president, in a written 
statement, said the con¬ 
gressional votes “repre¬ 
sent a much-needed win 
for hardworking American 
families.” 

He also said he will press 
lawmakers to send him 
legislation “that will help us 
crack down on countries 
that break the rules. 

” The House and Senate 
have passed different ver¬ 
sions of the measure, and 
are expected to hold com¬ 
promise talks next month. 
Most House Democrats, 
along with major labor 
unions, opposed fast track, 
saying free-trade pacts 
send U.S. jobs abroad. 
House Democratic leader 
Nancy Pelosi, said Thurs¬ 
day's votes mark “the end 
of phase one" in the trade 
debate, but “the fight will 
continue. 

” The next step, she said, 
is “to shine a sharp, clear, 
bright light” on details of 
the Pacific-rim proposal. 
Passage of the trade bills 
mark a huge win for the 
president, 

and one paradoxically 
spearheaded by Republi¬ 
cans. And it’s a defeat for 
trade unions and environ¬ 
mental groups that fiercely 
opposed it. □

Obamacare Law Survives Supreme Court Fight

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. Supreme Court sent 
a clear message Thurs¬ 
day that President Barack 
Obama’s health care over¬ 
haul is here to stay, reject¬ 
ing a major challenge that 
would have imperiled the 
landmark law and health 
insurance for millions of 
Americans. 

The president’s signature 
domestic reform, known as 
Obamacare is, as the presi¬ 
dent himself put it, “reality.” 
The law, which was passed 
in 2010 without a single Re¬ 
publican vote, prevents 
insurance companies 
from denying coverage 
because of “pre-existing" 
health conditions. It re¬ 
quires almost everyone in 
the U.S. to be insured and 


provides financial help to 
consumers who otherwise 
would not be able to af¬ 
ford it. The United States is 
the only major world econ¬ 
omy that does not have 
a comprehensive state 
health care system. 

The 6-3 ruling, which up¬ 
held financial aid to millions 
of low- and middle-income 
Americans to help cover 
insurance costs regardless 
of local regulations in their 
states, was the second ma¬ 
jor victory in three years 
for Obama in politically 
charged Supreme Court 
tests of the law. 

Obama greeted news of 
the health care decision by 
declaring the law is no lon¬ 
ger about politics but the 
benefits millions of people 
are receiving. “This is no lon¬ 
ger about a law,” he said 


at the White House. “This is 
health care in America.” 
Declining to concede, top 
Republican congressman 


John Boehner said mem¬ 
bers of his party, who have 
voted more than 50 times 
to undo the law, will “con¬ 


tinue our efforts to repeal 
the law and replace it with 
patient-centered solutions 
that meet the needs of se¬ 
niors, small business own¬ 
ers, and middle-class fami¬ 
lies.” Several Republican 
presidential candidates 
said they would continue 
the fight, ensuring it will be 
an issue in the campaign. 
While the court's ruling was 
an important victory for 
Obama and Democrats, 
it could also be useful for 
Republicans as the 2016 
presidential and congres¬ 
sional elections heat up. It 
takes them off the hook, to 
a degree, from needing to 
draw up an alternative to 
Obamacare. Also, it leaves 
them with the issue to ham¬ 
mer home with their base 
of support where the law is

People stood to clap, nod 
and sway — some closing 
their eyes under the exer¬ 
tion of the cathartic sing¬ 
ing. Ushers walked through 
the aisles with boxes of tis¬ 
sues for people to dab their 
tears as an organ, drums 
and bass guitar played 
along. 

The service was fitting for 
Ethel Lance, the 70-year- 
old Charleston native with 
"an infectious smile.” She 
served with vigor as an offi¬ 
cer at Emanuel church, said 
the church’s interim leader. 


the Rev. Norvel Goff. 

"When sister Lance praised 


on your spiritual seat belt,” 
Goff said. 

Despite pleas to withhold 
debate until after the fu¬ 
nerals, the South Carolina 
governor’s call to remove 
the Confederate flag from 
in front of the Statehouse in 
response to the killings was 
reverberating around the 
South. A growing number 
of leading politicians said 
Civil War symbols should 
be removed from places of 


honor, despite their integral 
role as elements of south¬ 
ern identity. 

Some authorities have wor¬ 
ried openly about a back¬ 
lash as people take matters 
into their own hands.

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Arrested US jail guard denies knowing of escape plan

(AP) — An unarmed black 
man was fatally shot Thurs¬ 
day by officers in suburban 
Baltimore who thought he 
had a weapon when they 
were called to a home 
from which he was barred 
by protective order, the 
police chief said. 

The death follows that of 
a 25-year-old black man 
who died in April from an 
injury suffered in the custo¬ 
dy of Baltimore city police, 
which prompted protests 
and rioting. And it comes 
amid a national debate 
over the treatment of Af¬ 
rican-Americans at the 
hands of police, after high- 
profile deaths of black men 
in Ferguson, Missouri, and 
New York City. 


Spencer Lee McCain, 41, 
was shot about 1 a.m. at 
the home in Owings Mills 
while a woman who said 
he threatened to beat her 
and her two young chil¬ 
dren were there, Baltimore 
County Police Chief Jim 
Johnson said at a news 
conference. 

Three officers were on the 
scene, and all fired as Mc¬ 
Cain was in a “defensive 
position" and they thought 
he had a weapon, John¬ 
son said. But he said no 
weapon was found.Two of 
the officers are white, and 
one is black, police said. 
All are on administrative 
leave. Police said the inci¬ 
dent began when one of 
the children in the home 
called his grandmother, 
who called 911 and asked 
police to go there. 


An officer who arrived 
heard screams and called 
for backup, Johnson said. 
He said 19 casings were 
found at the scene, but 
it wasn’t clear how many 
times McCain was hit. 
Police said the woman had 
head injuries, cuts, bruises 
and swelling. Johnson said 
she told detectives that 
McCain said to her, “You're 
going to get the beating 
you deserve.” 

Sixteen to 20 domestic vio¬ 
lence calls had been made 
to that home address since 
2012, police spokesman 
CpI. John Wachter said. 
According to 2013 census 
figures, 27.5 percent of Bal¬ 
timore County's population 
is black and 64.1 percent 
is white.

Unarmed black man shot dead by officers

PLATTSBURGH, New York 
(AP) — A U.S. prison guard 
charged in connection 
with the escape of two 
killers admitted providing 
them with tools, paint, fro¬ 
zen hamburger meat and 
access to a catwalk elec¬ 
trical box, but claims he 
never knew they planned 
to bust out, authorities say. 
As the search for the con¬ 
victs entered its 20th day 
Thursday, Gene Palmer 
was released on $25,000 
bail after his arrest on 
charges of promoting pris¬ 
on contraband, tampering 
with evidence and official 
misconduct. His arraign¬ 
ment was postponed until 
Monday. 

Palmer is the second Clin¬ 
ton Correctional Facility 
employee to be charged 
since two convicted mur¬ 
derers, Richard Matt and 
David Sweat, cut their way 
out of the maximum-secu¬ 
rity prison in far northern 
New York, close to the Ca¬ 
nadian border, on June 6. 
A prison tailor shop instruc¬ 
tor Joyce Mitchell, 51, is 
charged with helping them 
break out. 

But in contrast to the alle¬ 
gations against Mitchell, 
Palmer said he was an un¬ 


witting helper. 

“I did not realize at the time 
that the assistance provid¬ 
ed to Matt or Sweat made 
their escape easier," he 
told authorities in a signed 
statement. 

District Attorney Andrew 
Wylie said that based on 
Palmer’s statements and 
a polygraph test, investi¬ 
gators have no reason to 
believe he was knowingly 
involved in the escape. 

In the statement. Palmer 
admitted providing Matt 
with paint and paintbrush¬ 
es. On four occasions over 
eight months, he supplied 
Sweat with needle-nose 
pliers and a screwdriver. He 
said he gave Sweat access 
to the catwalk later used in 
the escape to change the 
wiring on electrical boxes 
as “a favor” to make it eas¬ 
ier for them to cook in their 
cells. And a week before 
the escape, he delivered 
to Matt a pound of frozen 
ground beef in a package 
left by Mitchell. 

Palmer told investigators 
that he agreed to help the 
pair in return for information 
about some illegal acts the 
other inmates were en¬ 
gaged in. 

Wylie said Mitchell told in¬ 
vestigators she smuggled

COLUMBIA, South Carolina 
(AP) — The Sons of Con¬ 
federate Veterans knew 
an attack on their cher¬ 
ished symbols would come 
after seeing photos of the 
white man accused of kill¬ 
ing nine black churchgoers 
displaying rebel Confeder¬ 
ate battle flags. They just 
didn't expect it from con¬ 
servative Republicans. 

Last week’s shootings at a 
historic African-American 
church in Charleston were 
so heinous that Confeder¬ 
ate symbols suddenly be¬ 
came a drag on the as¬ 
pirations of a Republican 
party hoping to regain the 
presidency in 2016. Shock¬ 
ing photographs of the sus¬ 
pect displaying Confed¬ 
erate battle flags made

South Carolina Gov. Nikki 
Haley spent an intense 
weekend consulting with 
party leaders before urg¬ 
ing her state's lawmakers 
to remove the rebel ban¬ 
ner from the Statehouse 
grounds. Alabama Gov. 
Robert Bentley then acted 
by executive order, taking 
down Civil-War era flags 
outside the Montgomery 
capitol, where the pro¬ 
slavery Confederacy was 
born when 11 states se¬ 
ceded in 1861. 

Leland Summers, the 
group's leader in South 
Carolina, said he now feels 
betrayed by the same Re¬ 
publicans who courted the 
organization's loyalties for 
decades to win the con¬ 
servative white votes that 
relegated Democrats to a 
permanent minority party 
across the South. 

“We knew it was coming,” 
Summers said Thursday,

The Sons of Confederate 
Veterans were founded 
in 1896 as a way to honor 
ancestors who fought for 
the rebel South, placing 
historically accurate Con¬ 
federate flags on Southern 
soldiers' graves and re-en¬ 
acting Civil War battles. 

By the 1950s and 60s, 
the symbols took on new 
meanings, as segregation¬ 
ist politicians hoisted flags 
to protest federal efforts 
to establish equal rights 
for all races. A generation 
later, as civil rights activists 
demanded that the flags 
come down. Summers and 
others insisted that these 
symbols are about heri¬ 
tage, not racism. And Re¬ 
publicans went along. 

In an instant, the images 
of Dylann Storm Roof pos¬ 
ing with rebel battle flags 
changed this dynamic, 
said Chip Lake, a Repub¬ 
lican strategist in Georgia. 


“It's not fair to brand all 
persons who support fly¬ 
ing the Confederate flag 
as racist. But it’s fair to say 
that they’ve lost the brand¬ 
ing war on whatever state¬ 
ment they want to make, 
whether it's 'heritage' or 
‘history’ or something more 
cynical,” Lake said. 

Just how much influence 
the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans and similar or¬ 
ganizations still have may 
become apparent in Mis¬ 
sissippi’s elections this year. 
Several powerful Mississippi 
Republicans called for the 
Confederate symbol to be 
removed from the state's 
flag, even though voters 
overwhelmingly endorsed 
the current design in 2001. 
Gov. Phil Bryant has not 
declared his intentions yet, 
but the entire legislature 
and all statewide officers 
will be pushed to take their 
stands. 

The Sons don’t plan to sur¬ 
render. In South Carolina, 
the group is vowing to fight 
any effort to send it off to 
the state’s Confederate 
Relic Room or some other 
museum. In Alabama, they 
are already taking aim at 
Gov. Bentley. 

But contrary forces have 
been massing quietly for a 
while across the region. 
Much of the Southeast's 
new population has mi¬ 
grated from elsewhere, 
and lack ties to its past. 
Census data shows native- 
born residents declined 
in every state of the old 
Confederacy from 2000 to 
2010, led by South Caro¬ 
lina, which dropped from 
64 percent to 59 percent 
native-born. 

Auto and airline manufac¬

Consumers ramp up May spending; largest gain since 2009

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
consumer spending surged 
in May with the biggest 
monthly increase in nearly 
six years — a sign of stron¬ 
ger economic growth 
ahead. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Thursday that 
consumer spending rose 
0.9 percent last month, up 
from a revised 0.1 percent 
increase in April. 

May spending registered 
the biggest gain since 
August 2009, when the 
government's “Cash for 
Clunkers" program fueled 
auto-buying. 


The increased spending 
last month suggests that 
the positive impacts from 
solid hiring and cheaper 
gasoline are starting to rip¬ 
ple through the economy. 
“We are finally seeing signs 
of consumers beginning to 
spend the gasoline savings 
they have been sitting on 
since the start of this year,” 
said Paul Ashworth, chief 
U.S. economist at Capital 
Economics. 

Personal income also in¬ 
creased a healthy 0.5 per¬ 
cent. 

The savings rate for after¬ 
tax income fell slightly to 5.1 
percent from 5.4 percent. 
Until recently, lower gas 


prices and an improved job 
market were not enough to 
unlock greater consumer 
spending. Instead, 
Americans ramped up their 
savings. 

This helped put their per¬ 
sonal finances on a more 
sustainable path, 
but it limited the ability of 
the overall economy — 
which relies mostly on con¬ 
sumer activity — to grow at 
a faster pace 

and potentially boost their 
incomes. 

The consumer spending 
report confirms signs else¬ 
where that people are 
loosening the grip on their 
wallets. □ 


NJ family flees home after getting letters from ‘Watcher’

— A couple who says they 
were scared away from 
their new $1.4 million home 
because of creepy letters 
from a stalker has sued 
the sellers for not telling 
them about a person with 
a “mentally disturbed fixa¬ 
tion” on the house. 

Derek and Maria Broaddus 
said the former owners of 
the home in Westfield, New 


Jersey, west of New York 
City, should have warned 
them of the person who 
signs the letters as “The 
Watcher.” 

The letter writer claims to 
have been controlling the 
house for two decades 
and that former owners 
John and Andrea Woods 
sold it because “it was their 
time to move on and kindly 
sold it when I asked them 


to," according to the law¬ 
suit filed this month. 

“Do you need to fill the 
house with the young 
blood I requested?” one 
letter reads, according to 
the suit. “Once I know their 
names I will call to them 
and draw them too (sic) 
me.” 

The lawsuit also names an 
insurance company and 
settlement company as 
defendants. Officials from 
the companies didn't im¬ 
mediately return calls for 
comment. 

Contact information for 
the Woods and their attor¬ 
neys wasn’t immediately 
available. 

The Broadduses says they 
would never have bought 
the house if the sellers had 
warned them about the 
letter writer. They are now 
attempting to re-sell the 
house “as they are unable 
to live in the home without 
extreme anxiety and fear 
for their children’s safety 
and wellbeing,” according 


to the lawsuit. 

The suit says they are hav¬ 
ing a hard time selling be¬ 
cause of the letters. They 


want the former owners to 
refund them the purchase 
price and pay punitive 
damages.

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Greek debt talks go into weekend as default deadline looms

BRUSSELS (AP) — The bitter 
standoff between Greece 
and its international credi¬ 
tors was extended into the 
weekend, just days before 
Athens has to meet a cru¬ 
cial debt deadline which 
could decide whether it 
goes bankrupt and gets 
kicked out of the euro cur¬ 
rency club. 

A key meeting of eurozone 
finance ministers broke 
up without agreement on 
Greece’s rescue pack¬ 
age on Thursday, intensify¬ 
ing doubts about whether 
Athens can pay the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund a 
debt worth 1.6 billion euros 
($1.8 billion) on Tuesday. 

An agreement on a drastic 
Greek tax and austerity re¬ 
form package is necessary 
for creditors to unfreeze 7.2 
billion euros (8.1 billion dol¬ 
lars) in bailout money that 
would get Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras off the hook. 
“European history is full of 
disagreements, negotia¬ 
tions and at the end, com¬ 
promises," Tsipras said. “So, 
after the comprehensive 
Greek proposals, I am con¬ 
fident that we will reach a 
compromise.” 

Lower-level negotiations 
will continue and a new 
meeting of eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled for Satur¬ 
day. 

The breakup of the eu¬ 
rozone meeting was the 
latest in a series of nego¬ 
tiating roadblocks, and a 
major setback since there 
had been hopes to reach 
a deal in time for European 
leaders to approve it at a 
summit later Thursday. 

The blockage happened 
after leaders from the IMF, 
the European Central Bank 
and the European Com¬ 
mission raised the stakes 
by putting forward their 


joint position on the reforms 
they would accept to offer 
Greece a financial lifeline. 
But Greece, objecting to 
what it saw as outside in¬ 
terference, was still not on 
board, and wanted to stick 
to a previous plan it had of¬ 
fered. 

Greek Finance Minister Ya¬ 
nis Varoufakis said several 
ministers within the 19-na- 
tion eurozone found that 
Athens was being pushed 
too hard. “Interestingly, 
several colleagues dis¬ 
agreed and criticized not 
only our text but also the 
text of the institutions,” he 
said. 

Greece's most influen¬ 
tial creditor, Germany, 
had never been optimis¬ 
tic about a breakthrough 
Thursday. 

The Greek government so 
far has “not moved, rather 
moved backward," said 
German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble. He 
said the chances for suc¬ 
cess now “lies exclusively 
with those responsible in 
Greece.” 

In Washington, the IMF said 
Greece wouldn't get any 
extra time to make the 
debt repayment due Tues¬ 
day. 

“We're expecting the pay¬ 
ment to be made June 30," 
IMF spokesman Gerry Rice 
said, adding that Greece 
will be granted no exten¬ 
sions.

Putin vows to further strengthen Russian military power

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia 
needs a mighty military 
to fend off threats near its 
borders. President Vladimir 
Putin said Thursday, in a 
stance that reflects soaring 
tensions with the West over 
the crisis in Ukraine. 

The Russian leader, whose 
approval ratings reached 
an all-time high this month 
despite a bruising reces¬ 
sion, said a “powerful army 
equipped with modern 
weapons is the guarantor 
of sovereignty and territo¬ 
rial integrity of Russia.” 
Speaking at Thursday’s 
Kremlin meeting with 
graduates of Russian mili¬ 
tary academies, Putin 
also vowed to continue a 
sweeping military modern¬ 
ization effort that envisions 
the purchase of large num¬ 
bers of new weapons. 
Despite the fact that oil-rich 
Russia is now in a recession, 
Putin's plan aims to spend 


22 trillion rubles (over $400 
billion) through 2020 to give 
the armed forces dozens 
of navy ships, hundreds of 
new planes and missiles 
and thousands of tanks 


and other weapons. 

Putin added that Russia has 
no aggressive intentions 
and aims to “settle any dis¬ 
putes exclusively by politi¬ 


cal means with respect to 
international law and inter¬ 
ests of other nations.” 
Relations between Russia 
and the West have sunk to 
post-Cold War lows after 


Moscow’s 2014 annexation 
of Ukraine’s Crimean Pen¬ 
insula and ifs support for a 
pro-Russian insurgency in 
eastern Ukraine. 


The United States and the 
European Union have re¬ 
sponded with sanctions 
that have sharply limited 
Russia’s access to Western 
capital markets and cur¬ 
tailed the transfer of milifary 
and energy fechnologies. 
Russia retaliafed by ban¬ 
ning fhe import of agricul¬ 
tural products from the EU, 
U.S., Australia, Canada 
and Norway. The Cabi¬ 
net formally extended 
the ban by one year after 
the EU agreed this week to 
keep its sanctions in place 
through January. 

Coupled with plummet¬ 
ing prices for oil. Western 
sanctions helped drive the 
Russian economy into re¬ 
cession, resulting in a drop 
in incomes for the first time 
since Putin took the helm in 
2000. But despite the eco¬ 
nomic woes, Putin's popu¬ 
larity has soared. 

The president's approval 
rating reached an all-time 
high of 89 percent this 


month, according to a na¬ 
tionwide poll conducted 
by the Levada Center, a 
leading independent opin¬ 
ion research firm. 

The survey, based on inter¬ 
views with 1,600 people, 
had a margin of error of no 
more than 3.4 percentage 
points. 

Many observers attribute 
the solid support for Putin 
to blanket positive cover¬ 
age of his activities by state 
television stations and other 
Kremlin-controlled media 
that have described the 
Ukrainian crisis as part of 
Western efforts to weaken 
Russia. 

Levada head Lev Gudkov 
called the TV propaganda 
as the main factor behind 
Putin's popularity. 

“This is a very aggressive 
and false propaganda,” 
he said. “All alternative 
channels, therefore all al¬ 
ternative points of view, as¬ 
sessments are pushed out 
of the public sphere.”□

He ordered a meeting of 
French anti-fraud officials 
Monday to put in place 
measures to immediately 
stop illegal taxis from ser¬ 
vicing customers.

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EU warns UK fundamental values ‘not for sale’

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Eu¬ 
ropean Union’s president 
warned Britain on Thursday 
he’s open to suggestions on 
how the bloc must change, 
but won’t compromise on 
the EU's “fundamental val¬ 
ues.” 

EU President Donald Tusk 
spoke as bloc leaders 
gathered for a summit in 
Brussels. 

British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said he’ll use the 
two-day event to explain 
to fellow heads of state 
and government that the 
28-nation EU must reform or 
risk losing the backing of a 
majority of British voters. 
Cameron and his Conser¬ 
vative Party won a general 
election in May. Cameron 
has promised a referendum 
by 2017 on whether Britain, 
an EU member since 1973, 


stays in the bloc or not. 

But Tusk warned that some 
things aren’t up for discus¬ 
sion. 

“The fundamental values 
of the European Union are 
not for sale and so are 
non-negotiable,” Tusk said, 
without specifying what 
the values were. 

Many Britons think 
the EU meddles too much 
in their lives, and that their 
country has ceded too 
much authority to Brussels. 
British officials said Cam¬ 
eron wants the EU to focus 
more on its core compe¬ 
tencies like increasing eco¬ 
nomic competitiveness, 
and give up the quest for 
“an ever closer union” in 
many other fields, like laws 
on the freedom of move¬ 
ment. 

European Parliament Presi¬ 
dent Martin Schulz said he 
and other members of the 


legislature were waiting to 
hear “concrete proposals” 
from Cameron. 

Schulz, who visited Lon¬ 
don last week for talks 
with the British leader, said 
the EU could easily reach 
a deal “if the British gov¬ 
ernment makes concrete 
proposals that will make 
the EU more democratic, 
more effective and trans¬ 
parent, and will deepen 
the single market.” 

But Schulz, whose home 
nation of Germany is one 
of the EU’s most influential 
members, said Cameron 
shouldn’t ask for too much. 
“Solutions are not brought 
about by one member 
state making demands 
and expecting the others 
to deliver,” he said. “Solu¬ 
tions can only be found by 
making proposals that will 
contribute to the common 
good.”Q

BEIRUT (AP) — After weeks 
of setbacks, militants from 
the Islamic State group 
launched swift counterof¬ 
fensives Thursday on pre¬ 
dominantly Kurdish areas 
of northern Syria, killing and 
wounding dozens and set¬ 
ting off car bombs, activists 
and officials said. 

The two-pronged attack 
on the northeastern city 
of Hassakeh and the bor¬ 
der town of Kobani came 
two days after an Islamic 
State spokesman acknowl¬ 
edged that the group 
might lose some battles 
but would not be defeat¬ 
ed. The spokesman, Abu 
Muhammad al-Adnani, 
had urged militants to strike 
back at their foes during 


the Muslim holy month of 
Ramadan and “shake the 
ground beneath them." 
The early morning assault 
by IS captured part of 
Hassakeh, which has long 
been divided between Syr¬ 
ian Kurds and the military 
forces of President Bashar 
Assad. 

The militants also hit Koba¬ 
ni, a northern town on Syr¬ 
ia’s border with Turkey that 
had become a symbol of 
Kurdish resistance against 
the Islamic State extrem¬ 
ists. The Kurdish forces, 
backed by a campaign 
of U.S.-led airstrikes, drove 
the militants from Kobani 
and surrounding villages in 
January. 

Thursday’s fighting in Ko¬ 
bani killed 35 civilians and 
Kurdish fighters, and 14 ex¬ 


tremists, according to the 
Britain-based Syrian Obser¬ 
vatory for Human Rights. 
It was the first time in six 
months the militants, who 
set off three car bombs, 
had managed to enter the 
town, the group said. 

The IS militants, wearing 
Syrian rebel uniforms and 
carrying flags of the main¬ 
stream Free Syrian Army 
to deceive the Kurdish 
defenders, launched their 
attack from areas to the 
south and west of Kobani, 
said Redur Khalil, a spokes¬ 
man for the Kurdish Peo¬ 
ple’s Protection Units, or 
YPG. 

Ghalia Nehme, a com¬ 
mander with the Kurdish 
Women’s Protection Units, 
told The Associated Press 
by telephone from Kobani 
that its fighters were de¬ 
fending a position in the 
town. 

Another Kurdish official in 
Kobani, Idriss Naasan, said 
the fighting was intense in 
the morning but sporadic 
at midday. 

“We hear cracks of gun¬ 
fire every now and then,” 
Naasan said around noon, 
adding that he had heard 
explosions of unknown ori¬ 
gin. 

Kobani-based activist Mus¬ 
tafa Bali said in the eve¬ 
ning that IS fighters were 
still in the city and held sev¬ 
eral buildings, but that YPG 
fighters were trying to sur¬ 
round them. He said some 


Pakistan rejects Afghan allegations about attack 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — Paki¬ 
stan “strongly rejects” 
accusations by Afghani¬ 
stan’s spy agency that a 
Pakistani intelligence offi¬ 
cer helped orchestrate an 
attack on the Afghan par¬ 
liament earlier this week. 
The Foreign Ministry said in 
a statement Thursday that 
the allegations aim to “dis¬ 
rupt the improving relations

“terrorism in all its forms” 
and said it would continue 
to work with Kabul to com¬ 
bat it. 

Hassib Sediqqi, the spokes¬ 
man for Afghan intel¬ 
ligence services, said 
Wednesday that an officer 
in Pakistan’s Inter-Services 
Intelligence helped the 


Haqqani network carry out 
Monday’s attack, which 
killed two people and 
wounded more than 30. 
Relations between the two 
countries have improved 
in recent months following 
years of tensions, during 
which each had accused 
the other of supporting mili¬ 
tants operating along their 
porous border.Q 


IS militants were using civil¬ 
ians as human shields. 
Turkey's Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Numan Kurtulmus said 
on Twitter that four people 
were killed and 96 people 
had been wounded in Ko¬ 
bani. 

A suicide bomber detonat¬ 
ed his car near the border 
gate, according to two 
Turkish officials who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not au¬ 
thorized to talk to reporters.

Syrian state TV said the ex¬ 
tremists crossed into Koba¬ 
ni from Turkey, but Kurtul¬ 
mus dismissed such allega¬ 
tions as untrue, according 
to Turkey’s Anadolu news 
agency. 

IS fighters entered the vil¬ 
lage of Barkh Botan near 


Kobani, opening fire on 
civilians and killing 20 peo¬ 
ple, the Observatory said. 
Syria's state news agency 
SANA said 22 people were 
killed, including women 
and children. 

The differing casualty fig¬ 
ures from Turkish, Kurdish 
and Syrian sources could 
not be reconciled in the 
immediate aftermath of 
the violence.

Pope Francis to 
stay away from 
Argentina while 
on tour in July

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Pope Francis' home¬ 
land of Argentina is not on 
the itinerary for his South 
American tour in July. 

The pontiff hasn't been 
back since he became 
pope more than two years 
ago, and the Vatican says 
he doesn't want to influ¬ 
ence October's presiden¬ 
tial election by visiting now. 
Francis has complained in 
recent months that he has 
felt “used" by Argentine 
politicians who take their 
picture with him in Rome. 
Instead, the pontiff will tour 
Ecuador and two countries 
that border Argentina: Bo¬ 
livia and Paraguay. 
Although he will stay away, 
Francis nevertheless in¬ 
tensely follows what hap¬ 
pens where he was born 
and spent most of his life be¬ 
fore becoming world lead¬ 
er of the Roman Catholic 
Church, according to local 
journalists who have cov¬ 
ered him for years, friends 
in the country and Vatican 
officials. 

“This is a pope who is very 
interested in politics and 
has considerable political 
sensibility,” said Mariano De 
Vedia, political editor for 
the Argentine newspaper 
La Nacion and author of “In 
the Name of the Father," a 
book that examines Francis’ 
rocky relationship with Presi¬ 
dent Cristina Fernandez and 
her predecessor and late 
husband, Nestor Kirchner. 
Much of what Francis says 
and does has an impact in 
Argentina, a majority Cath¬ 
olic nation of 41 million peo¬ 
ple where the church wields 
great influence. 

He has promised to open 
church files from Argen¬ 
tina’s 1976-1983 military 
dictatorship — a potential 
Pandora's box that could 
spark more lawsuits and 
arrests related to the esti¬ 
mated 30,000 people killed 
or disappeared during the 
“dirty war.” Francis made 
headlines early this year 
by lamenting that a grow¬ 
ing drug trade in Argentina 
could lead to a “Mexican- 
ization" of the country.□

CROMWELL, Conn. (AP) — 

Bubba Watson made him¬ 
self right at home in the 
Travelers Championship — 
again. 

Watson shot an 8-under 62 
on Thursday to take a two- 
stroke lead in the event he 
won in 2010 for his first PGA 
Tour title. He has finished in 
the top 20 five times in eight 
previous starts at TPC River 
Highlands. 

It was the two-time Masters 
champion’s lowest round in 
the event. 

“It’s special,” Watson said 
about the tournament. 
“It was my first win and it’s 
the same time that I an¬ 
nounced to the world that 
my dad was passing with 
cancer. So, special in dif¬ 
ferent ways.” 

New England native 
Keegan Bradley was tied 
for second with Jason 
Gore, Seung-Yul Noh, Brian 
Stuard and Harris English, 
who shot a 30 on the back 
nine. Eight players shot 65, 
and 12 more opened at 66. 
Ninety-three players were 
under par in the first round. 
“Coming off a U.S. Open, 
this golf course seems like 
it’s gettable, and we all feel 
that way," Watson said. “So 
the guys that played in the 
U.S. Open maybe feel bet¬ 
ter about their game when 
they get here.” 

Watson, playing late in the 
day, had four birdies on 
his final five holes. The two- 
time Masters champion just 
missed an eagle on the 
par-4 18th hole, hitting a 
139-yard second shot that 
bounced into the flagstick 
and rolled 4 inches past the 
cup. 

His only glitch during that 
stretch was bogey on 
the par-3 16th, where he 
overshot the green, and 
chipped his second shot

past the hole and into the 
fringe. 

He is trying to become the 
fifth golfer to win this tour¬ 
nament since 2000 after 
leading or being tied for 
the lead going into the sec¬ 
ond round. 

“I just kept grinding it out,” 
he said.” "Whatever shot 
was called for, I tried to 
hit it and somehow today, 

I hit it good." Bradley, put 
up an early 64, shooting 
a 31 on his front nine. The 
29-year-old, who was born 
in Vermont, is playing his 
fifth Travelers Champion¬ 
ship, which he considers a 
home tournament. His best 
finish has been 18th. 

“I put a lot of pressure on 
myself in every tournament, 
but this one especially just 


because I’ve got a lot of 
people here. I know a lot of 
the fans are rooting for me. 
I can feel it.” 

English, who did not play 
in the U.S. Open, had just 
22 putts. “You can hit a lot 
of good wedge shots to 8, 
10, 12 feet," he said. “If you 
don’t make them, it kind of 
hurts, it stops the momen¬ 
tum. But I feel like I made 
some of those and kept it 
going.” Ernie Els is making 
his first appearance in Con¬ 
necticut since 2002 and 
was among those at 66. He 
said he normally heads to 
Europe after the U.S. Open 
to prepare for the British 
Open, but decided to try to 
pick up a few more FedEx 
points this year. 

“This is quite close to Eu¬ 


rope,” he said. “It’s only 5 
1/2 hours away.” 
Argentina’s Andres Romero 
won a Rolex watch during 
his round of 69 when he 
aced the 177-yard par-3 
16th hole. Romero said he 
grabbed his 7-iron and de¬ 
cided to go for the pin after 
his caddie translated a sign 
about the hole-in-one prize 
next to the tee box. 

“I got the shot off and 
when it headed toward the 
hole and disappeared, I 
couldn’t believe it,” he said 
through a translator. 

It was the third hole-in-one 
of the Romero’s career, 
and he said now owns sev¬ 
en Rolex’s. 

Martin Laird may have had 
the shot of the round when 
he holed out from 140 yards 


for an eagle on the par-4 
17th hole, watching as ball 
cleared the water and the 
pin before rolling back into 
the cup. 

As many as nine spots for 
the British Open are avail¬ 
able this week. 

The leading five players, 
not already exempt, from 
the top 20 in the FedEx Cup 
will be part of the field at St. 
Andrews next month. 

In addition, the leading 
four players who finish in the 
top 12 at TPC River High¬ 
lands also will get spots. The 
Travelers is the first of three 
PGA Tour events where top 
finishers can get into St. An¬ 
drews. There are four spots 
available at The Greenbri¬ 
er Classic, and one at the 
John Deere Classic. □

Agent: Bolt withdraws from 100 at Jamaica trials to train on

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Usain Bolt has been re¬ 
moved from the list of en¬ 
tries for the 100 meters at 
the Jamaica trials, appar¬ 
ently the latest setback for 
the world record-holder. 
Jamaican athletics officials 
said on Thursday that Bolt 
was expected to compete 
in the 100 in Kingston to 
sharpen his sprinting form 
against speedsters such as 
Asafa Powell and Yohan 
Blake. Bolt was already as¬ 
sured of a spot in the world 
championships in August 
in Beijing to defend his 100 
and 200 titles. 

But Jamaica Athletics Ad¬ 
ministrative Association of¬ 
ficials said Bolt’s name was 
withdrawn late Wednes¬ 
day, without elaborating. 
The heats were on Thurs¬ 
day, and the 100 final is 
scheduled for Friday. 
However, Bolt’s agent, 
Ricky Simms, said his client 
was never “confirmed" to 


run at the Jamaica trials, 
and put his name in only 
“to have the option” to 
compete against his coun¬ 
trymen. In an email on 


Thursday, Simms said Bolt's 
coach planned to make 
a decision on Wednesday 
“if he needed the race 
or if he preferred him to 


train ahead” of Diamond 
League meets in July in 
Paris and Lausanne, Swit¬ 
zerland. Coach Glen Mills 
did not respond to calls 


seeking clarification on 
Thursday. 

Warren Blake, the head 
of the JAAA, said Mills did 
not provide any specific 
reason for removing Bolt's 
name from the trials, at 
least that he was aware of. 
Bolt was slowed by inju¬ 
ries last year, and his per¬ 
formances have been 
unremarkable so far this 
season. This month, at the 
Diamond League meet in 
New York, Bolt described 
his 200 time of 20.29, more 
than a second off his world 
record, as the worst of his 
career. 

He has looked beatable 
before and then deliv¬ 
ered spectacularly when 
the stakes are highest. In 
New York, he said, “when 
it comes to the champi¬ 
onship, everything always 
comes together for me.” 

At the worlds, the six-time 
Olympic champion is due 
to face American Justin 
Gatlin, who ran a 9.74 in 
the 100 this season.Q

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Review: Apple has best smartwatch, but rivals have strengths

NEW YORK (AP) — As much 
as I wish the Apple Watch 
could do more, I find it the 
best smartwatch available, 
given its polished design 
and wide range of apps. 
But there may be reasons 
to consider something 
else. For one thing, Apple 
Watch requires an iPhone. 
Pebble Time, in particular, 
works with both iPhones 
and Android devices and 
excels at battery life. But it 
falls short elsewhere. 
Whether you need a 
smartwatch at all is anoth¬ 
er matter. Many people 
are happy having one, 
but others won't need one 
yet. If you need to stay 
connected continually 
and find that pulling out a 
phone is inconvenient, you 
might be in the market for 
a smartwatch. It will give 
you regular updates, repli¬ 
cating notifications on your 
phone. You'll also get apps 
like navigation and fitness. 
Here’s a look at some of 
the alternatives to Apple 
Watch and how they com¬ 
pare:

PEBBLE TIME ($199; iOS, An¬

The original Pebble, the 
product of a public fund¬ 
raising campaign through 
Kickstarter, reigned as a 
leading smartwatch un¬ 
til Samsung, Google and 
Apple came along. Orders 
began this week for a new 
model. Pebble Time. Apps 
offer business listings from 
Yelp, playback control for 
Pandora radio and sports 
scores from ESPN. But the 
app selection is short of 
what you get with Apple 
Watch or watches that run 
Google’s Android Wear 
system. For instance, the 
most popular navigation 
app, MapsGPS, feels rudi¬ 
mentary. 

What’s good: I can go 
about five days between 
charges, while rivals smart- 
watches max out at a day 
or two (Apple Watch is of¬ 
ficially at 18 hours, though 
I typically get several hours 
more). In addition, the dis¬ 
play is always on, so you 
can use a watch as, well, 
a watch all day. With some 
smartwatches, the screen 
goes dark to save battery. 


Compromises: Pebble Time 
achieves amazing battery 
life by using a paper-like 
display that makes graph¬ 
ics and text look dull and 
fuzzy, as though generated 
by a dot-matrix printer from 
the 1980s. On a pedom¬ 
eter app, I couldn’t tell 
whether I ran 6,350 or 8,350 


steps. Unlike most other 
smartwatches, Pebble 
Time lacks a touch screen 
and a heart-rate monitor. 
Outside parties can make 
watch bands with heart 
rate and other sensors, but 
nothing's available yet. 

The bottom line: The no-frills 
smartwatch comes across 
as a toy, but it’s also much 
cheaper than a $349-and- 
up Apple Watch. Pebble's 
silicone band feels flimsy, 
though you can buy bet¬ 
ter ones from outside par¬ 
ties. Pebble Time supports 
both iPhones and Android; 
some apps and features 
work with just one or the 
other.

Any manufacturer can 
make watches based on 
Android Wear. If Pebble's 
or Apple's rectangular de¬ 
signs aren’t for you, you 
can get a round watch 
like Motorola’s $250 Moto 
360 or LG’s $350 Watch Ur¬ 
bane. You can also get a 
model with built-in GPS like 


Sony’s $250 Smartwatch 
3 (though it’s also rectan¬ 
gular). There are seven 
models so far, with more to 
come. Older models have 
steep discounts. 

What's good: Android 
Wear puts the “smart" 
in smartwatches by an¬ 
ticipating your needs — 
weather, travel times and 
appointment reminders, 
based on what Google 
learns about you. Creepy, 
but useful — at least during 
the occasional times when 
Google anticipates cor¬ 
rectly. 

Compromises: Android 

Wear is highly dependent 
on voice commands. I 
get self-conscious speak¬ 
ing to a watch in public, 
and it doesn’t work well in 
noisy environments. Apple 
Watch does require voice 
for extensive message re¬ 
plies, but there’s a lot you 
can do through its touch 
screen and dial. A recent 
Android update makes it 
easier to launch apps and 
reach frequent contacts 
using the touch screen, 
but with more scrolling and 
tapping compared with 
Apple Watch. 

The bottom line: It’s get¬ 
ting there. The app store 
and user interface for the 
year-old Android Wear are 
just starting to catch up to 
what Apple Watch had in 
its first week.

Samsung’s latest smart¬ 
watch has a slick user inter¬ 
face and a vivid, curved 
screen. It’s also huge. 
What's good: Gear S 
stands out in having its 
own cellular connectivity, 
so you can do more when 
you leave your phone at 
home. It has built-in GPS, 
too, which makes tracking 
runs and bike rides more 
accurate. (Android Wear 
just started letting users get 
notifications over known 
Wi-Fi networks, but it’s not 
as ubiquitous as cellular. 
Apple Watch also uses Wi¬ 
Fi, but only when it’s on 
the same network as the 
phone.) 

Compromises: Samsung 

shuns Android Wear, so 
apps need to be designed 
specifically for the watch. 
Many developers haven’t 
bothered. 

The bottom line: The Gear S 
is a third-generation smart¬ 
watch from Samsung. By 
now, I expect a robust 
app store. The hardware

Health care stocks rose 
sharply after the Supreme 
Court upheld the Afford¬ 
able Care Act’s insurance 
subsidies. 

The Dow Jones industrial 


average lost 75.71 points, 
or 0.4 percent, to 17,890.36. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 6.27 points, or 0.3 
percent, to 2,102.31 and 
the Nasdaq composite fell 
10.22 points, or 0.2 percent, 
to 5,112.19. 

Stocks had been flat to 
slightly higher the first half 
of the day. But that mo¬ 
mentum was soon lost and 
Greece worries turned the 


market lower in the early 
afternoon. 

The bitter standoff be¬ 
tween Greece and its inter¬ 
national creditors was ex¬ 
tended into the weekend, 
days before Athens has to 
meet a crucial debt dead¬ 
line which could decide 
whether it defaults on its 
debt and has to drop out 
of the euro. 

A key meeting of eurozone 


finance ministers broke up 
Thursday without agree¬ 
ment on Greece's res¬ 
cue package, intensifying 
doubts about whether Ath¬ 
ens can make a 1.6 billion 
euro ($1.8 billion) debt pay¬ 
ment to the International 
Monetary Fund that is due 
Tuesday. 

An agreement on a drastic 
Greek tax and austerity re¬ 
form package is necessary 
for creditors to unfreeze 7.2 
billion euros (8.1 billion dol¬ 
lars) in bailout money. 
Greece has a small econ¬ 
omy and its debt problems 
have been long known by 
investors. However, the pos¬ 
sibilities of destabilizing the 
euro and the implications 
of a country defaulting on 
its debt have weighed on 
investors for months now. 
“It's fair to say markets 
have been somewhat 
complacent about the risk 
related to Greece, and it's 
all coming to a head now,” 
said Ben Mandel, a glob¬ 
al strategist at JPMorgan 
Multi-Asset Solutions. "It 
could cause some volatility 
next week.” 

Health care stocks, espe¬ 
cially hospital operators, 
rose sharply after the Su¬ 
preme Court upheld the 


nationwide tax subsidies 
under President Barack 
Obama’s health care over¬ 
haul. The ruling will preserve 
health insurance for mil¬ 
lions of Americans who are 
not covered under state- 
owned exchanges. Hu¬ 
mana rose 7 percent, HCA 
Holdings rose 9 percent. 
Tenet Healthcare rose 12 
percent and Cigna rose 2 
percent. U.S. government 
bond prices fell. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 2.40 percent 
from 2.37 percent the day 
before. In the energy mar¬ 
kets, the price of oil fell on 
continuing concerns that 
high supplies of gasoline 
and diesel will keep a lid 
on crude demand. Bench¬ 
mark U.S. crude fell 57 cents 
to close at $59.70 a barrel 
in New York. Brent crude, a 
benchmark for internation¬ 
al oils used by many U.S. 
refineries, fell 29 cents to 
close at $63.20 in London. 
In other futures trading on 
the NYMEX, wholesale gas¬ 
oline fell 1.9 cents to close 
at $2,037 a gallon.

H&M sees Q2 revenue increase by 21 percent 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — Swed¬ 
ish budget fashion chain 
Hennes & Mauritz AB says its 
second-quarter revenue in¬ 
creased 21 percent to 45.9 
billion kronor ($5.6 billion), 
despite an unusually cold 
spring in many of its Euro¬ 
pean markets. 

The three-month net profit 
was at 6.5 billion kronor 
($788 million), up 11 per¬ 
cent from the same period 
a year earlier. CEO Karl-Jo- 


han Persson said Thursday 
the Stockholm-based group 
continued its expansion. In 
the spring, H&M opened 
eight new online markets 
and still aims to open about 
400 new stores by year’s 
end. “In parallel with our 
online expansion, we are 
continuing to open stores at 
a fast pace,” Persson said. 
He highlighted the opening 
of the group’s first shop in 
Lima, Peru, and an H&M's 


flagship store that opened 
on Herald Square in New 
York, which will be one of 
the group’s largest stores in 
the U.S. Most new stores in 
2015 are planned in China 
and the US. 

Germany remains H&M's 
largest market, followed by 
the United States, Britain, 
China and Sweden. 

The company's stock fell 
more than 7percent to 
332.6 kronor in morning trad¬ 


ing in Stockholm. As of July, 
the group will roll out H&M 
Beauty with makeup, body 
and hair care in 900 stores in 
40 markets and online. Pers¬ 
son said it was an “example 
of all the investments we are 
making in order to broaden 
H&M’s product range even 
further.” Persson cautioned 
that a number of factors, 
including uncertainties re¬ 
lated to fashion, weather 
conditions and negative 


macro-economic changes, 
may affect H&M's results 
and business.

Molycorp flies 
for Chapter 11 
protection: AP 

GREENWOOD VILLAGE, 
Colo. (AP) — Rare earth 
metals company Moly¬ 
corp has filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy protection. 
President and CEO Geoff 
Bedford said Thursday that 
the filings are an important 
step in helping to restruc¬ 
ture its $1.7 billion debt 
with major creditors. The 
Greenwood Village, Colo¬ 
rado-based company has 
faced problems including 
falling prices for the metals 
it produces, difficulties in 
expanding a mine in Cali¬ 
fornia and cash shortfalls. 
Its shares have tumbled. 
The filings include Molycorp 
Inc. and its North American 
subsidiaries, as well as some 
non-operating subsidiar¬ 
ies outside North America. 
Operations outside North 
America, with the excep¬ 
tion of non-operating com¬ 
panies in Luxembourg and 
Barbados, are excluded 
from the filings. □ 

General Mills 
to slash up to 
725 positions 

NEW YORK (AP) — General 
Mills expects to cut 675 to 
725 jobs as it wrestles with 
sluggish sales. The maker 
of Cheerios, Yoplait and 
Progresso said Thursday 
that it will record pre-tax 
costs of about $57 mil¬ 
lion to $62 million, mostly 
for employee termination 
benefits. Along with other 
packaged food makers 
like Kellogg and Campbell 
Soup, General Mills Inc. has 
slashed cosfs to offset slow¬ 
ing sales growth. Net sales 
rose barely 1 percent last 
year and the Minneapo¬ 
lis company expects core 
sales to grow at a “low 
single-digit rate” this year. 
Big packaged food mak¬ 
ers are facing changing 
tastes and smaller players 
that position themselves as 
more wholesome or fresh. 
General Mills said its cur¬ 
rent restructuring should 
be complete by early fiscal 
2017, generating annual 
savings of about $45 to $50 
million .□

It is seeking government 
approval after regulators' 
concerns led Comcast to 
scrap its $45 billion bid for 
Time Warner Cable in April. 
Charter said Tuesday, in a 
filing with the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission, 
that it will roll out faster In¬ 
ternet with no data caps 
for Time Warner Cable 
and Bright House custom¬ 
ers, for less money than a 
comparable service. It is 
also pledging to continue 
its policy of not blocking or 
slowing traffic, or establish¬ 
ing paid fast lanes for some 
content. 

The government’s new 
“net neutrality” rules pro¬ 
hibit those practices, 
though Internet providers 
have sued to throw out the 
rules. 

“It seems like they're taking 
a more customer-friendly 
tone here" than Comcast 
did, said Matt Wood, poli¬ 
cy director at public-inter¬ 
est group Free Press. 
Federal Communications 
Commission Chairman 
Tom Wheeler has said that 
the Stamford, Connecti¬ 
cut company needs to 


show how a more powerful 
Charter would benefit con¬ 
sumers. 

With Time Warner Cable, 
Comcast would have 
served more than half of 
the country's high-speed 
Internet customers. Regu¬ 
lators feared that would 
give it the power to under¬ 
mine online video rivals. 
Charter has pointed out 
that its share of that high¬ 
speed Internet market 
would be smaller than that, 
at 30 percent. It would 
have 19.4 million Internet 
customers, fewer than the 
industry leader, Comcast, 
has now, and 17.3 million 
cable customers, less than 


both Comcast and the 
combination of AT&T and 
DirecTV, if regulators ap¬ 
prove that pending deal. 

In another bid to assuage 
the FCC, Charter Com¬ 
munications Inc. also says 
it will submit disputes over 
commercial Internet traf¬ 
fic deals, called “intercon¬ 
nection," to the agency. 
The net neutrality rules 
give the FCC the power to 
hear disputes over these 
arrangements, which the 
industry doesn’t like. Fights 
between companies and 
Internet providers over 
these deals can disrupt ser¬ 
vice for Internet users, like 
slowing streaming speeds 


for Netflix. 

Charter proposed that 
its net neutrality commit¬ 
ments last for three years 
and that they stay in effect 
even if a court overturned 
the government's new 
rules. 

But Wood questioned why 
some of these benefits for 
consumers had to be tied 
to a merger, like why Time 
Warner Cable couldn’t im¬ 
prove their customer ser¬ 
vice and Internet speeds 
without being bought, or 
why Charter couldn't sub¬ 
mit interconnection dis¬ 
putes to the FCC without 
buying Time Warner Cable 
and Bright House.Q

com and Tinder are look¬ 
ing for a Wall Sfreef hook¬ 
up as their parent group 
prepares to establish them 
as a separate, publicly 
traded company. 
lAC/InteractiveCorp, 
which is controlled by bil¬ 
lionaire Barry Diller, has ap¬ 
proved a proposal for an 
initial public offering. 

Diller said Thursday that it's 
“healthy” to give compa¬ 
nies “independence from 
a mother church.” 

He laid the groundwork 
for fhe IPO fwo years 
ago when he formed the 
Match Group, which also 


includes OKCupid, Chem- 
istry.com and other dating 
sites and apps. 

IAC said it expects the 
Match Group to issue 
less than 20 percent of 
ifs shares in the IPO. That 
means IAC will still be ma¬ 
jority owned by its parent. 
The IPO is planned for fhe 
fourth quarter of this year. 
The Match Group had rev¬ 
enue of $239.2 million in 
the first quarter of this year, 
an increase of 13 percent 
from a year earlier. 

With the IPO, “Match will 
be able to unlock value, 
a topic that has been in 
the forefront with the dat- 
ingbusiness for the last 2-3 
years,” said Cowen and 


Co. analyst John Black- 
ledge in a note to investors. 
He added that Match is a 
leader in the growing cat¬ 
egory and the IPO could 
help both it and IAC pur¬ 
sue new acquisitions, “nur¬ 
ture them over time and 
create further shareholder 
value." This, he noted, has 
been lAC’s playbook for 
the past two decades. 
Separately, New York- 
based IAC also named 
Joey Levin as its CEO. IAC 
has not had a CEO since 
2013. 

IAC shares jumped $3.54, 
or 4.6 percent, to $80.80 in 
morning trading Thursday. 
Its shares are up 17 percent 
over the past year.Q

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Study: Scant evidence that medical pot helps many illnesses

CHICAGO (AP) — Medical 
marijuana has not been 
proven to work for many ill¬ 
nesses that state laws have 
approved it for, according 
to the first comprehensive 
analysis of research on its 
potential benefits. 

The strongest evidence is 
for chronic pain and for 
muscle stiffness in multiple 
sclerosis, according to the 
review, which evaluated 
79 studies involving more 
than 6,000 patients. Evi¬ 
dence was weak for many 
other conditions, including 
anxiety, sleep disorders, 
and Tourette’s syndrome 
and the authors recom¬ 
mend more research. 

The analysis is among sev¬ 
eral medical marijuana 
articles published Tues¬ 
day in the Journal of the 
American Medical As¬ 
sociation. They include a 
small study suggesting that 
many brand labels for ed¬ 
ible marijuana products list 
inaccurate amounts of ac¬ 
tive ingredients. More than 
half of brands tested had 
much lower amounts than 
labeled, meaning users 
might get no effect. 
Highlights from the journal: 
THE ANALYSIS 

The researchers pooled 
results from studies that 
tested marijuana against 
placebos, usual care or no 
treatment. That's the most 
rigorous kind of research 
but many studies found 


no conclusive evidence of 
any benefit. Side effects 
were common and includ¬ 
ed dizziness, dry mouth and 
sleepiness. A less extensive 
research review in the jour¬ 
nal found similar results. 

It’s possible medical mari¬ 
juana could have wide¬ 
spread benefits, but strong 
evidence from high-quality 
studies is lacking, authors of 
both articles say. 

“It's not a wonder drug but 
it certainly has some poten¬ 
tial,” said Dr. Robert Wolff, 
a co-author and research¬ 
er with Kleijnen Systematic 
Reviews Ltd., a research 
company in York, England. 
EDIBLE PRODUCTS 
Researchers evaluated 47 
brands of medical mari¬ 
juana products, including 


candy, baked goods and 
drinks, bought at dispen¬ 
saries in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Seattle. 
Independent laboratory 
testing forTHC, marijuana’s 
leading active ingredient, 
found accurate amounts 
listed on labels for just 13 
of 75 products. Almost 1 
in 4 had higher amounts 
than labeled, which could 
cause ill effects. Most had 
lower-than-listed amounts. 
There were similar findings 
for another active ingre¬ 
dient. Products were not 
identified by name. 

Johns Hopkins University 
researcher Ryan Vandrey, 
the lead author, said he 
was surprised so many la¬ 
bels were inaccurate. The 
researchers note, however. 


that the results may not be 
the same in other locations. 
MARIJUANA LAWS 
Twenty-three U.S. states 
and Washington, D.C. have 
laws permitting medical 
marijuana use. Approved 
conditions vary but include 
Alzheimer’s disease, epi¬ 
lepsy, glaucoma, kidney 
disease, lupus and Parkin¬ 
son’s disease. 

An editorial in the journal 
says approval in many 
states has been based on 
poor quality studies, pa¬ 
tients’ testimonials or other 
nonscientific evidence. 
Marijuana is illegal under 
federal law and some sci¬ 
entists say research has 
been stymied by govern¬ 
ment hurdles including a 
declaration that marijuana 
is a controlled substance 
with no accepted medical 
use. 

But in a notice published 
Tuesday in the Federal 
Register, the Department 
of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices made it a little easier 
for privately funded medi¬ 
cal marijuana research to 
get approved. The depart¬ 
ment said that a federal 
Public Health Service re¬ 
view of research propos¬ 
als is no longer necessary 
because it duplicates a re¬ 
quired review by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 
THE FUTURE 

Colorado, one of a few 
states where recreational 
marijuana use is legal, has 
pledged more than $8 mil¬ 


lion in state funds for sev¬ 
eral studies on the drug’s 
potential medical benefits, 
including whether it can re¬ 
duce veterans' symptoms 
of posf-fraumafic stress dis¬ 
order. That study may be¬ 
gin recruiting participants 
later this year, said Van¬ 
drey, one of that study’s 
leaders. 

Vandrey said there’s a 
feeling of optimism in the 
research community that 
“we’ll start to get a good 
science base” for the po¬ 
tential medical uses of mar¬ 
ijuana. 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS 
The editorial by two Yale 
University psychiatrists sug¬ 
gests enthusiasm for medi¬ 
cal marijuana has out¬ 
paced rigorous research 
and says widespread use 
should wait for better evi¬ 
dence. Federal and state 
governments should sup¬ 
port and encourage such 
research, the editorial says. 
“Perhaps it is time to place 
the horse back in front of 
the cart," Drs. Deepak Cyril 
D’Souza and Mohini Ran- 
ganathan wrote in the edi¬ 
torial. 

They note that repeated 
recreational marijuana use 
can be addictive and say 
unanswered questions in¬ 
clude what are the long¬ 
term health effects of med¬ 
ical marijuana use and 
whether its use is justified in 
children whose developing 
brains may be more vulner¬ 
able to its effects. □ 
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Univision dropping Miss USA pageant over Trump comments

NEW YORK (AP) — Uni¬ 
vision is dropping the 
Miss USA pageant and 
says it will cut all busi¬ 
ness ties with Donald 
Trump in a spiraling 
controversy over com¬ 
ments the Republican 
presidential candi¬ 
date made recently 
about Mexican immi¬ 
grants. 

The company said 
Thursday it would pull 
the plug on its Spanish- 
language coverage 
of the pageant July 12 
by its UniMas network. 

It also has severed its 
business relationship 
with the Miss Universe 
Organization, which 
produces the Miss USA 
pageant, due to what it 
called “insulting remarks 
about Mexican immi¬ 
grants" by Trump, a part 
owner of Miss Universe. 
During his presidential 
campaign kickoff speech 
last week. Trump portrayed 
immigrants from Mexico 
as “bringing drugs, they’re 
bringing crime, they're rap¬ 
ists, and some, I assume, 
are good people.” He also 
called for building a wall 
along the southern bor¬ 
der of the U.S. The remarks 
drew condemnation from 
the Mexican government 
as “biased and absurd." 

In an interview Thursday, 
Trump said his criticism was 
directed against U.S. poli¬ 
cymakers, not the Mexican 
people or government, 
adding that Univision 
would be defaulting on 
its contract if it doesn’t air 
the pageant and he would 
take legal action. 

“At Univision, we see first¬ 
hand the work ethic, love 
for family, strong religious 
values and the important 
role Mexican immigrants 
and Mexican-Americans 
have had and will contin¬ 
ue to have in building the 
future of our country,” said 
the New York-based Univi¬ 
sion Communications Inc. 
Both cohosts of the UniMas 
telecast also pulled out on 
Thursday, while Colombian 
singer J Balvin on Wednes¬ 
day canceled a planned 
performance at the pag¬ 
eant.

NBC is scheduled to go for¬ 
ward with its own pageant 
coverage, as it has done 
since 2003. 

Trump said Univision is sub¬ 
mitting to pressure from 
Mexican leaders to punish 
him for positions he voic¬ 
es as a candidate on the 
campaign trail. 

“They don’t want me say¬ 
ing that Mexico is killing the 
United States in trade and 
killing the United States at 
the border,” Trump said. 
“Univision is totally laying 
down for the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment. ... They want to 
silence Donald Trump. And 
Donald Trump can't be si¬ 
lenced. ... I have great re¬ 
spect for Mexico and I love 
the Mexican people, but 
my loyalty is to the United 
States.” 

Univision declined to com¬ 
ment on Trump's remarks. 

In severing her ties with the 
show, Puerto Rican ac¬ 
tress Roselyn Sanchez, one 
of the two cohosts, cited 
Trump’s comments. 

“Since I heard Trump's 
speech, as a Latina I felt 
a lump in my stomach. 
‘It’s got to be a joke,’ I 
thought,” the star of the 
Lifetime series “Devious 
Maids” told The Associated 
Press. 

Also on Thursday, Chilean 
actor-producer Cristian 
de la Fuente, the show's 
other cohost, had strong 


words for Trump: “It's 
a shame that such 
an important institu¬ 
tion as Miss USA is 
now in the hands of 
a clown.” 

Ricky Martin also 
took to Twitter to 
blast Trump. 

“A lot of hatred and 
ignorance in his 
heart,” he tweeted. 
On Wednesday, 
Colombian singer 
J Balvin canceled 
a planned perfor¬ 
mance that was to 
have aired on both 
UniMas' and NBC's 
telecasts. 

“The only thing I 
could do as a per¬ 
son, not only as an 
artist, but as a Latino 
that I am, was to cancel 
my show immediately,” he 
told the AP on Thursday. 


Miss California USA Nata¬ 
sha Martinez was asked 
about Trump’s comments 
during an interview Thurs¬ 
day on Los Angeles TV sta¬ 
tion KCAL and said they 
were “a little bit tough to 
hear. 

But I know that this oppor¬ 
tunity for me as Miss Califor- 
nia-USA, and now compet¬ 
ing for Miss USA, 
is a great bridge to kind of 
represent my community 
and let the world know that 
I am a proud Latino-Amer- 
ican." 

This year’s UniMas tele¬ 
cast would have been the 
first in a five-year contract 
that Trump said “has no 
termination rights.” Univi¬ 
sion's wholly owned Span- 
ish-language UniMas net¬ 
work, founded in 2013, is 
available in 70 million U.S. 
homes. □

4 months jail for stabbing

PORT WASHINGTON, Wis. 
(AP) — Dustin Diamond, 
who played Screech on 
the 1990s TV show “Saved 
by the Bell,” apologized 
Thursday for his part in a 
Wisconsin barroom stab¬ 
bing before being sen¬ 
tenced to serve 4 months 
in jail. 

Judge Paul Malloy also 
sentenced Diamond to 
15 months’ probation and 
ordered him to report 
to jail Sunday. Diamond 
was convicted earlier this 
month on two misdemean¬ 
or counts that stemmed 
from a Christmas Day bar¬ 
room fight. 

Diamond, appearing misty- 
eyed, left the courtroom 
without commenting. 

The 38-year-old actor was 
cleared of a felony charge 
last month after a three- 
day jury trial. The jury found 
him guilty of carrying a 
concealed weapon and 
disorderly conduct. 

Malloy said the sentence 
“has to send a message to 
the community that we’re 
just not going to live like 
this."

NEW YORK (AP) — Roger 
Ailes has signed a new con¬ 
tract to continue as chief 
executive of Fox News 
Channel, the network that 
has become a ratings and 
financial powerhouse since 
he created it two decades 
ago, 21st Century Fox said 
Thursday. 

The parent company 
moved quickly to lock up 
Ailes, 75, after speculation 
about his future emerged 
last week following news 
that company patriarch 
Rupert Murdoch was turn¬ 
ing over some power to his 
sons Lachlan and James. 
Terms, including the length

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Pat¬ 
rick Macnee, the British- 
born actor best known as 
dapper secret agent John 
Steed in the long-running 
1960s TV series “The Aveng¬ 
ers,” has died. He was 93. 
Macnee died Thursday of 
natural causes with his fam¬ 
ily at his bedside in Rancho 
Mirage, his son Rupert said 
in a statement. 

The clever spy drama, 
which began in 1961 in Brit¬ 
ain, debuted in the United 
States in 1966. It ran for 
eight seasons and contin¬ 
ued in syndication for de¬ 
cades afterward. 
Macnee’s umbrella-wield¬ 
ing character appeared 
in all but two episodes, 
accompanied by a string 
of beautiful women who 
were his sidekicks. The most 
popular was likely Diana 
Rigg, who played sexy 
junior agent Emma Peel 
from 1965 to 1968. Honor 
Blackman played Cath¬ 
erine Gale from 1962 to 
1964, and Linda Thorson 
was Tara King from 1968 to 
1969. 

“We were in our own mad, 
crazy world," Macnee told 
the Wichita Eagle in 2003 
when “The New Avengers” 
was being issued on DVD. 
“We were the TV Beatles. 
We even filmed in the 
same studio.” 

But while he made his 
name internationally play¬ 


ing a smart, debonair British 
secret agent, Macnee was 
never a fan of the James 
Bond movies. 

“I think their stories aren't 
that realistic," he told Salt 
Lake City’s Deseret News 
in 1999. “I think the sadism 
in them is horrifying. ... On 
the other hand, the books 

— the James Bond books 

— were fascinating.” 
Macnee nearly lost the 
role of Steed because of 
his aversion to violence. In 
a 1997 interview with The 
Associated Press, he re¬ 
called being told by pro¬ 
ducers that he would have 
to pack a gun on “The 
Avengers.” 

“I said, ‘No, I don’t. I’ve 
been in World War II for five 
years and I’ve seen most 
of my friends blown fo bits 
and I’m not going to carry 
a gun.’ They said, ‘What 
are you going to carry?' 

I thought frantically and 
said, ‘An umbrella.’” 

The talented Macnee, who 
managed to make the im¬ 
probable weapon seem 
probable, later became 
an outspoken opponent of 
the proliferation of private¬ 
ly owned guns. 

In his droll 1992 autobiog¬ 
raphy, “Blind in One Ear,” 
Macnee noted that his 
early life matched that of 
his famed characfer, John 
Steed, in many ways. 

The fictional John Wick¬ 
ham Gascoyne Berres- 
ford Steed was born in the 
mid-1920s to a noble British 
family, educated at Eton 
and served in the military 
during World War II. 

Daniel Patrick Macnee 
was born Feb. 6, 1922, in 
London to a pair of eccen¬ 
trics, and he also attended 
Eton, although he claimed 
to have been thrown out 
for dealing in horse race 
bets and pornography. He 
also served in the military 
during World War II, cap¬ 
taining torpedo boats that 
sought to destroy German 
U-boats in French waters. 
Before he left Eton, Mac¬ 
nee had discovered act¬ 
ing. He apprenticed in the 
British theater. □ 
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
